As related in our issue for March last, the late Bourke 
Cochran in 1907 expressed the hope that the day would 
come when the Pope would cable his instructions to the 
Papalist delegation in Congress as to how they should vote 
in the public affairs of the nation.

Masses for “the Repose” of President Harding’s Soul 


Seeing that Protestants do not go to Purgatory after 
death—their destiny after death being either Heaven or Hell, 
it seems odd that Bishop O’Connor, of Newark, N. J., should 
on August 3 have “issued directions to all churches in his 
jurisdiction to have prayers said and masses celebrated for 
the repose of the soul of President Harding” (“Hudson Dis- 
patch,” August 4). It is true that there are many “Protest- 
ants,” so-called, who make little or no profession of personal 
salvation or even of regulating their daily lives by the teach- 
ing of Christ and His apostles. But the late President was 
not one of these. He was not only an active member of the 
Baptist denomination, but his public utterances on moral 
issues—and some others also—bore testimony to the depth 
of his personal piety and the fact that, like Enoch, he “walked 
with God.” Through the saving faith he had exercised in 
the atonement of Christ on the Cross for his sins he proved 
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that the blood of Jesus Christ cleansed him from all sin, and 
death merely opened for him the way into the immediate 
presence of Him who said, “Well done, good and faithful serv- 
ant, enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.”

After the latter had received the last 
rites of his Church, conscious that he was not ready for an 
“abundant entrance” into the presence of a Father in heaven 
to whom he had been reconciled through the blood of Christ, 
he asked Cardinal Sili to commend him to Our Lady of Pom- 
peli. And that he was a complete stranger to “the joy of 
the Lord” was proved by a letter to the Bishop of Bergamot 
published soon after his death in the Brooklyn “Tablet,” in 
which he had written that he did not believe it possible for 
any man to be happy while in this world.

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AN EXPLANATION TO NEW FRIENDS 


During the last year or two this Magazine has added to its 
subscribers’ lists the names of many friends at a distance from 
New York whose only knowledge of Christ’s Mission and its 
work is derived from the pages. of THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC 
itself. To them we wish to address a few words of informa- 
tion, because to some of them the Magazine may seem narrow 
in its views, and to exert its influence within a somewhat 
small radius. Others, again, who have been more or less used 
to the matter and manner of other publications dealing with 
Papalist activities against the liberties of the American peo- 
ple may think it sometimes “heavy,” especially as to space 
given to the citations from ecclesiastical authorities. 

In the first place it may be said that for forty years both 
the Mission and the Magazine have had only two planks in 
their platform, and that is one reason why both are still “go- 
ing strong” in their fortieth year. Those planks in brief are: 
1. The evangelization of the Roman Catholic people: and 2. 
The instruction of Protestants and the public at large as to 
the aims and activities of the hierarchy of the Roman Church 
in this and other countries. And these are all. Neither the 
Mission nor the Magazine ever have felt it their duty to criti- 
cize either the teaching or the practice of any Protestant de- 
nomination, nor to act in any way as a champion of the 
Protestant cause, per se. The Mission, as such, takes no 
interest in certain questions that are agitating the denomina- 
tions. Discussions of such topics as Evolution, the Virgin 
sirth, the Inspiration of the Scriptures and the Divine Nature 
of our Lord lie far outside its work. The workers have had 
personal experience of the miracle-working power of Christ 
manifested in their own lives, and they have proved the truth 
of the promises of God to themselves and to others. They 
have passed out of the seventh of Romans into the eighth, 
and they feel that God has called them—so far as the Mis- 
sion is concerned—to tell the Catholic peoples the possibility 
of enjoying this experience and how it can be obtained. The 
Magazine forms an integral part of the work of the Mission, 
and what applies to one applies to the other. 
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Father O’Connor was the third pioneer in great evangelical 
movements with whom the writer was brought into personal 
contact who confined their activities strictly to comparatively 
narrow limits, and while all three are gone to their reward 
their work is still carried on within these limits. The Foun- 
der of the Salvation Army had only three planks in his plat- 
form—the Salvation of Sinners and the Sanctification of Be- 
lievers, leading to Soldiership. And although the Army has 
a number of agencies that are not labeled on the outside 
with this teaching, they will all be found inside every one, as 
embodying the whole work itself. James Hudson Taylor, 
founder of the China Inland Mission, made the teaching of 
the Gospel as set forth by the apostles to the Chinese his 
life work. That and that only—hospitals and medical mis- 
sionaries being merely agencies for placing the exceedingly 
circumscribed Gospel of the Cross before the suffering mil- 
lions of China. The Apostle Paul said he was determined to 
know nothing among men but the Cross of Christ, and Booth 
and Taylor and O’Connor adhered to the imitation of the 
great apostle all their lives. The Salvation Army and the 
China Inland Mission are now huge organizations, reaching 
millions of people with the Gospel every day; and there is 
little doubt that humanly speaking one of -the great reasons 
for this is that the Founders refused to enlarge the scope of 
their work. The preaching of the Cross is to-day a stumbling 
block to the Jews and foolishness to the Greeks, and there is 
reason to believe that in all ages good men have made trouble 
for the Church and the world by enlarging the scope of their 
work so as to make the Gospel acceptable to the Intellectuals 
of the day. 


One thing should be remembered in regard to THe Con- 
VERTED CATHOLIC, that it is not written to interest people but to 
instruct them; also that it is most “interesting” to those who 
know most about “Rome.” Much matter of a sensational 
kind that appears in certain publications is carefully excluded, 
because no man who had worked on it with Father O’Connor 
as long as did the writer would consider it good “copy” for 
this Magazine. 
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This Magazine is intended to be an active agency of 
evangelical Protestant propaganda, Neither a mere news 
medium, nor a repository of theological knowledge, every 
page is prepared with a view to the putting the Gospel before 
the Catholic people and the information of non-Catholics as 
to the pernicious activities of the Roman hierarchy against 
civil and religious liberty in this and other countries. Some 
of the matter that may, to some readers, seem “heavy” is 
intended to inform Protestants as to the real nature of Roman 
teaching, much of which is misrepresented in the Papal or- 
gans. The article on page 248 last month so dealt with the 
matter of Mariolatry that in conversation with either Prot- 
estants or Catholics our readers might have official authori- 
ties with which to confute certain Papalist apologists, who 
deny that the Virgin Mary is “worshipped” in the Roman 
Church. The Editor also assumes that any person sufficiently 
interested in these matters to subscribe for the Magazine is 
sufficiently interested in the spiritual welfare of the Catholic 


people to use its contents to that end, either directly or indi- 
rectly.

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PRESIDENT COOLIDGE AND K. C, “PUBLICITY” 

In a special dispatch to the Boston “Transcript” (Aug. 8) 
Peter Collins wrote: “Greeting from President Calvin Cool- 
idge, of the United States, was received and read at the con- 
vention by State Deputy William C. Prout, of Massachusetts, 
who is a member of the board of directors. It read, in part: 
‘The Knights of Columbus is in every sense a patriotic order. 

Your order has ever shown its steadfast devotion to 
American principles and American ideals. ... There is no 
finer knighthood. In it your noble order stands resisting all 
evil counsel, following the truth at every hazard, exemplify- 
ing anew the eternal principle that ‘the truth shall make you 
free.’ ” 

In the “New York Herald” (August 17) Louis Seibold 
wrote a long dispatch from Washington, in which he said: 
“Mr. Coolidge DID NOT SEND A MESSAGE OF ANY 
SORT to the Knights of Columbus convention after taking 
the oath of President. ... It is more than probable that 
friendly sentiments attributed to and presumably still held by 
him were used in connection with another event more than 
two years ago.” Another long dispatch from the same writer 
to the same paper published on the 18th said: “Complete con- 
firmation of the statement printed this morning by the ‘New 
York Herald’ had not addressed a message of any kind to the 
Montreal conference since becoming President was obtained 
to-day.... The President and persons who are familiar with 
his correspondence and speeches do not remember exactly 
when the so-called ‘message’ presented by Mr. Prout in the 
Montreal convention was framed or uttered. They are quite 
positive that it was not after he was nominated for Vice- 
President.” 


The “New York Times” (Aug. 21) in a despatch from 
Washington contained denial by the President’s personal sec- 
retary that the President had written any article for “Colum- 
bia,” the K. C. organ. The current issue contains an article 
“Learning the Art of Living,” with the sub-caption, “By Cal- 
vin Coolidge, President of the United States.” 
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CZECHS TO BECOME LOOSE FROM ROME 
Secession of 1,000,000 from Church Caused by Sect Rules 
Prague, July 1 (Special Correspondence)—Another “loose- 

from-Rome” movement is expected this fall by residents of 
Czechoslovakia. In support of their contention that the ris- 
ing tide of nationalism is sweeping the Bohemian Roman 
Catholics still farther from the domination of Rome, these 
people point to the controversy which has been raging in 
Prague ever since the visit of Marshal Foch several weeks 
ago. Bohemian Roman Catholics were eager to make a cleri- 
cal victory out. of the visit of the French general, and Bo- 
hemian Protestants and followers of John Huss were de- 
termined that nothing of the kind should happen. 

The situation became so serious that the National Coun- 
cil felt compelled to take a hand. Now the National Coun- 
cil is not construed as being friendly to Rome, since it dis- 
solved during the war and met informally without its Romag 
Catholic elected members, after the Roman Catholic Party 
had declared for Austria. But in the words of August Seifert, 
director of the National Council, the visit of Marshal Foch 
Was a national event. 

The welcome was arranged, but there came an aftermath. 
Declarations were made by the Roman Catholics that. within 
the year they would see to it that the statue of John Huss 
was torn down from the City Hall. 

There are other indications of the high tide of national- 
ism rising against the Roman Catholic Church. The head 
of an American Protestant mission in Czechoslovakia re- 
ceived a letter a few days ago asking him to start work in 


a small community, where the writer declared “Every mem- 
ber of my political party will join you.” The mission chief 
replied that he did not do his work in that way. 

As a result of the last “loose-from-Rome” movement 
shortly after the close of the war, when Bohemian Roman 
Catholics declared their right to communion of both bread 


and wine, to a service in the language of the people, and for 
their priests to marry if they desire, some 1,500,000 people 
are said to have drifted away from the Church. Some of 
them have since returned, but about 1,000,000 are said to be 
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now in the other churches in the country, or to be without a 
church of any kind.—‘Christian Science Monitor,” July 25, 
1923. a

Greetings were 
read from New York and London, as well as from different 
parts of Australia. Addresses were given by Rev. John En- 
right (Founder and President), Rev. O. Doherty, Mrs. H. 
Chapman and Messrs. O’Bryan and Malone. The following 
resolution was adopted: “That we, the members of the ‘Aus- 
tralasian Ex-Roman Catholic Fraternal,’ at our half-yearly 
council, in unison with our friends assembled, call most re- 
spectfully but firmly upon Mr. Bruce, the Federal Prime Min- 
ister, to immediately deport the Irish rebels, Father O’Flan- 
nagan and Mr. O’Kelly, to wherever they came from. Their 
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presence here is a direct insult to the Australian flag, an irri- 
tation to all law-abiding citizens, and an incentive to every 
grade of disloyalist already here.” 

[Press dispatches later announced that the Government 
had, very wisely, sent these Sinn Fein emissaries out of the 
country July 16.] 





A GREAT COMPLIMENT 

A highly esteemed subscriber in a letter renewing her 
subscription writes: “The Magazine, I think, is growing bet- 
ter all the time—more like it was when our dear Brother 
O’Connor was Editor of it.

The reference to the church sermons is not, in itself, any 
reflection on the pastor. Few average Catholics who went 
into an average Protestant church would even understand a 





typical doctrinal discourse because very little doctrine—even 
of their own church—is usually taught them. Any reader can 
easily find this out for himself if he will ask a Catholic friend 
why he does not eat meat on a Friday, or where Purgatory 
is, or why he thinks his church the only true one. Then, 
too, the fact that such words as “grace,” “religion,” “faith,” 
“Christianity,” have entirely different meanings in a Protest- 
ant pulpit from those given them by Rome; and the fact 
that the average Catholic knows nothing of the Bible—not 
even of its stories and “characters”—add to the difficulties of 
Catholics who may attend Protestant church services. The 
sermon, however evangelical in itself, is likely to be “quite ‘ 
over their heads.” That is why Salvation Army and “mis- 
sion” meeting are more helpful. Whether Catholics who go 
to them believe what they hear or not, they can at least under- 
stand what the speakers are talking about and are inter- 
ested in hearing about personal experience. 
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“REVELATION SYMBOLISM” 

Those of our readers who give the Pope and the Papal sys- 
tem a prominent place in those teachings of the Scripture that 
may be grouped together under the word “prophecy,” and es- 
pecially in the Apocalypse will doubtless be greatly interested 
in this book. It gives evidence of much historical research, 
and while the writer’s own acquaifttance with this branch ot 
literature is limited, much of the contents is new to him. For 
example, the messages to the seven churches are interpreted 
as indicating that number of stages in the history of the Chris- 
tian Church. The book does not lend itself well to quotation, 
but one or two brief citations will give at least some idea of 
the way in which an admittedly difficult subject is handled. 
On p. 62 we read, “The second angel ‘Babylon’ (Rome) is 
fallen, is fallen.”

The Car- 
thusians and Benedictine monks and other similar organiza- 
tions; and the Irish Catholic saloonkeepers and bartenders are 
among those who have ‘made all nations drink of the wine of 
the wrath of her fornication.’” On p. 82 we read in regard to 
Chapter XVII: “This scarlet-colored beast represents the 
Roman empire in a revived form, being now controlled by 
the Papacy, for the woman drives and dominates him. She 
lives in illicit relations with ‘the kings of the earth,’ the Church 
and State co-operating together.” On p. 88: “One reason 
why God’s faithful people rejoice under the present circum- 
stances is that the downfall and humiliation of popery is one 
of the surest signs of the nearness of Christ’s second advent.”

NO MASSES NEEDED FOR PRESIDENT HARDING 


Almost immediately after the death of President Hard- 
ing announcements appeared in the papers that various high 
priests of Rome were issuing orders to the clergy to arrange 
for masses to be said “for the repose of the soul” of our de- 
ceased Chief Magistrate. 


Some Protestants felt greatly incensed at the proceed- 
ing, and one gentleman told the writer that he considered 
such action as an insult to all the Protestants of the country. 

To Catholic readers who know no more of Protestant- 
ism than the average evangelical Protestant knows of 
Catholicism, and who cannot understand why any such re- 
mark should be made, it may be said that it has its base 
in the fundamental and irreconcilable antagonism between 
the two cults as to what salvation is, and what salvation 
does for the individual. 

Evangelical Protestantism says that when Christ died 
on the Cross He made a complete sacrifice for all men once 
for all: that when the individual, by a definite act of faith 
appropriates to himself his share of the salvation thus offered 
for all men, and claims the pardon of all past sin, he re- 
ceives it—enters into the experience described by our Lord 
as being “born again,” and receives the witness of the Holy 
Spirit that he has become a member of the Divine family 
of which Christ Himself is the Elder Brother; that he has 
become a new man in Christ Jesus, old things having passed 
away and all things having become new: that he has been | 
delivered from the guilt of past sin, which now has no more 


~~ 
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dominion over his life: and that because he has become 
clothed with the righteousness of Christ by his act of faith 
when he experienced conversion, at the moment of death he 
goes to be for ever with the Lord. 

The Catholic conception is entirely different. A man is 
baptized into the Church when an infant: such “salvation” 
as the Church offers is not the result of an individual trans- 
action with God, but obedience to the commandments of the 
Church and acceptance of her tenets: he is taught nothing 
about deliverance from either the guilt or the power of sin: 
indeed he is expected to keep on sinning all his life long: the 
sacrifice of Christ on the Cross does not avail for anyone 
outside the Roman Church, and even for those inside it, it is 
not regarded as sufficient by God, whose wrath against the 
Catholic people has still to be appeased by the “unbloody 
sacrifice” of the Mass every day: this imperfect salvation 
wrought by an imperfect sacrifice leads on to imperfection of 
life as regards sin, and as the Catholic dies with only the 
protection of this imperfect salvation he has to go to purga- 
tory, the fires of which are supposed to accomplish after 
death what the blood of Christ has been powerless to effect 
before. 


For a priest, then, to celebrate a mass for the repose of 
President Harding’s soul is a practical challenge to the essen- 
tials of the Protestant cult, and more especially as the de- 
parted President’s life and words abundantly showed him to 
have been a “converted” man—using that word in its evan- 
gelical sense—which many so-called Protestants do not even 
profess to be. To say, therefore, either by word or action 
that after he had experienced personal “conversion” he was 
still unfit to meet God, is tantamount to denying the efficacy 
of the atonement wrought by Christ on the Cross, on which 
rested not merely his faith, but his whole religious experi- 
ence. 


What Saith the Douay Bible on Purgatory?

would call Purgatory a “blessed” experience, or “gain,” or 
“by far the better.” 


No Need for Masses for YOU 


But after all, of far more importance to the reader than 
the departure of President Harding to be with Christ, is 
the matter of his own future after death. And with regard 
to this we say that the salvation of Christ is not a matter 
of “belief,” but of experience—of fact; the man who has it 
KNOWS it. St. Paul wrote: “I count all things but loss 
for the excellent knowledge of Jesus Christ my Lord... that 
I may know Him, and the power of His resurrection.”— 
Philippians iii, 8, 10. St. John was another apostle who 
KNEW. In 1 John v, 20, he says: “He hath given us under- 
standing that we may know the true God, and may be in His 
true Son.” And in verse 19 he says, “We know that we are 
of God.” And in writing to Timothy, in the shadow of the 
sword, so to speak, St. Paul writes: “I know whom I have 
believed, and I am certain that He is able to keep that which 
I have committed unto Him against that day.” (2 Timothy 
1, 12.) And in the fourth chapter he says that the time of 
his “dissolution is at hand,” and that there is laid up for 
him “a crown of justice which the Lord the just Judge will 
render to me in that day.” 








God is no respecter of persons, and Jesus Christ is the 
same yesterday, to-day and for ever, and what Paul knew, 
you, O reader, can know also and if you do you will under- 
stand what our Lord meant in speaking to the Samaritan 
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woman at the well of Sichar (John iv, 8-23), when He said, 
“He that shall drink of the water that I shall give him shall 
not thirst forever.” Also what He said to His disciples in 
John xiv, 27: “Peace I leave with you, My peace I give unto 
you: not as the world giveth do I give unto you. Let not 
your heart be troubled, nor let it be afraid.” 


You ask, O Catholic reader, “How can I enter into this 
experience?” 


1. Confess to Christ Himself instead of to a priest. 


2. Believe that He hears you, and claim the fulfilment of 
His promise, “Him that cometh to Me I will not cast out” 


(John vi, 37). 


3. Lay hold, by an act of faith, for yourself on your share 
of the atonement made on the Cross for all men, once for all. 


4. In doing so claim the forgiveness of all past sin, and 
the deliverance FROM sin, that He came to the earth to 
bring to you.

or not at the moment, thank the Lord Christ for His gift of 
salvation. You are saved by FAITH—not by FEELING.

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THE AUSTRALASIAN X. R. C. FRATERNAL 

We have a letter from Rev. John Enright, Sydney, Australia, 
president of the Australasian ex-Roman Catholic Fraternal, 
covering a report of the first half-yearly conference of that body. 
In his address to the public, the president spoke on: Our text— 
“If God be for us, who can be against us?” Our principle— 
“Equality for all, exclusive privilege for none,’ and Our obliga- 
tion—“The open Bible and Australia as an integral portion of 
the British Empire.” One of the speakers was the Rev. 
O'Doherty, formerly “Father Martin,” who is described as having 
made good in the Singleton District for two years, and was now 
placed in charge of the Double Bay Church, Sydney, and that “he 
had withstood so well that usual campaign of slander and untruth 
which a certain section of the Old Church ever hurls at a child 
of hers, who dares to think and act for himself unto the greater 
glory of God and the peace of his own conscience. He looked all 
the better for his ordeal, and he certainly spoke forcibly and to 
the point. By his earnestness and matter of address, he carried 
conviction to the minds of all, that his conversion was like unto 
Luther's in this, that it is a gift from the Most High God, and 
the result of a moral certainty, viz., that the Church of his priest- 
hood had failed to convince him that she is the true custodian 
and interpreter of Christ’s teachings. He testified beautifully for 
Christ, calling upon his born Protestant brethren to glorify their 
Master and their God in that Christianity which was theirs from 
infancy. He invited Catholics present to take the gift that 
was at their hands—a free and a full conversion to the Saviour; 
and take their stand upon the same platform as the X R. C’s.”’ 

In his letter Rev. J. Enright mentions that he would shortly 
baptize “the first ex-nun’s baby,’ recorded on the roll of the 
Fraternal. She is the happy wife of a Presbyterian. Christ's 
Mission earnestly hopes that this Fraternal may be used of God 
to bring thousands of Australian Catholics out of the despotism 
and superstition of Rome into the glorious liberty of the children 
of God. 

The purpose of the Papal Parochial schools is to increase 
the number of voters who put their Church above the State. 
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PROTESTANTS REAPING THE WHIRLWIND 


For about 125 years the Protestants of the world have 
been “sowing the wind” in regard to efforts for the evange- 
lization of the Roman Catholic peoples of the earth, and in 
this country and in Europe they are reaping the whirlwind. 

In the opening of the nineteenth century they inaugurated 
great efforts for the evangelization of the heathen world, which 
have produced glorious results throughout the earth. Bible 
societies undertook huge enterprises for the circulation of 
the Word of God in all parts of the globe, and the work of 
foreign missionary societi¢és has done much towards cover- 
ing the earth with the knowledge of the Lord. All of which 
was greatly blessed of God, and has wrought incalculable 
good. 

BUT with all this magnificent work in hand, and the 
success visible in every land, these same Protestants over- 
looked those peoples living in the spiritual darkness and su- 
perstition of that system of “baptized paganism” of which 
the Curia Romana is the driving force. Not absolutely, of 
course, but relatively. The most striking, and at the same 
time most blameworthy, example is furnished by the Prot- 
estant Christians of England 





especially with regard to Ire- 
land. It is safe to say that had twenty per’cent. of the men 
and women and Bibles and evangelical effort put forth on 
behalf of the heathen in Asia and Africa been expended on 
Ireland—say from 1829, the date of the Catholic Emancipation 
Act—Ireland would to-day be a contented, prosperous 
country, in peace within its own borders and at peace with 
England and all the world. Had the British Protestants and 
those on the Continent exerted themselves to share with the 
Catholics of France, Belgium, Bavaria and Austria-Hungary 
and Italy the blessings that they had received through the 
Reformation, the whole history of Europe for the last twenty 
years would have read very differently. 

The “Literary Digest,” August 11, 1923, quotes several 
paragraphs from “The Federal Council Bulletin,” written by 
Dr. Adolf Keller, and prefaces them by saying, among other 
things: “Protestantism has waned in certain sections of 
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Europe almost to the point of extinction.” “The great dis- 
tress prevailing in many countries threatens especially the 
Protestant charitable and benevolent organizations, some of 
which have been already closed. The religious press is re- 











ported to be ‘rapidly dying.’ In one country (presumably 
Germany) not less than 300 church periodicals have disap- 
peared during the last six months. In Austria, Poland and 
Hungary the chief anxiety is for the preservation o1 the 
evangelical schools.” 

















Perhaps from a world-wide point of view the most omi- 
nous sentence in this preface mentions the “vanishing” of the 
“middle classes” throughout Europe—an effect produced to 
a considerable extent in France by the Revocation of the Edict 
of Nantes, and which in the case of France doubtless con- 
tributed to the excesses of the Revolution. Dr. Keller says: 

Thousands are submerged in utter despair and have lost 
all hope. Certainly there is also a wonderful heroism of faith, 
a new spirit of resignation and sacrifice, and new life which 
the Lord awakens so often when the human heart feels hu- 
miliated and has lost all self-confidence. There is in Czecho- 
slovakia, Austria, and other countries, a new hunger for the 
Gospel, a new movement toward the evangelical faith. But 
in spite of these signs of new life and faith those who know 
the situation are deeply concerned in their hearts for the im- 
mediate future of Protestantism in Europe. 

The churches of Denmark, Holland, Norway, Sweden and 
Switzerland recently raised $250,000 to try to “stem the tide 
of distress,” and British help has not been lacking. But Dr. 
Keller doubtless speaks truly when he says: 








It is clear, therefore, in the face of the overwhelming vast- 
ness of the need that the major part of the required aid must 
come from America. And it must come soon. For all that 
has been done by America already there is deep gratitude, 
but unless the crisis is considered as a common cause for 
world brotherhood the majority of European churches, with 
their home missionary work, their evangelical schools and 
evangelical press, are in jeopardy. We ask not for ourselves, 
but for our suffering brethren and for the sake of European 
Protestantism as a whole. 


So much for Europe. And it must be remembered that 
the rule of the Vatican in any country is far more autocratic, 
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tyrannical and cruel than the sway of either of the departed 
Emperors of the Central Powers. They were at least curbed 
by parliamentary machinery of a kind, and there was con- 
siderable liberty allowed to literature and education. But the 
rule of the Roman Curia crushes out every vestige of civil 
and religious liberty. 


It would surely be one of the most disastrous ironies of 
history if it should turn out that the armies of the Protestant 
United States should have delivered Europe from the des- 
potism of two Kaisers only to place all that continent under 
the far heavier and more cruel “yoke of Rome.” 


It must be remembered that the elaborate machine of the 
League of Nations is full of Papalists in all kinds of positions, 
Sir Eric Drummond, the secretary, being one whose “spirit- 
ual” allegiance to the Pope is, of course, higher than that to 
King George V. Well did the Vatican politicians know the 
importance of keeping the United States away from “the head 
of the table,” as Senator Underwood, of Alabama, puts it in 
reference to our refusal to ratify the Versailles Treaty and 
to enter the League of Nations. 

But the main cause for the present state of things in 
Europe appears, in the last analysis, to be the neglect of the 
Protestant people in every continental country, the Scandi- 
navian peoples and Britain to put forth any worth-while effort 
to give the true Gospel to the Catholics of the continent. 
And if the Papal organs here are to be believed Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark are likely to be confronted with a 
Papal Peril of their own before long. Britain’s is there 
already. 


But that is another story, and our space is gone. 


Always bear in mind that the children in the Papalist 
Parochial Schools are being educated—first, last and all the 
time—for the fulfilment of the plans of the Roman Curia. 
These plans aim at the destruction of all civil and religious 
liberty in every country—especially this one. 
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THE METHODIST ENTERPRISE IN ROME 


A writer in the New York “Times,” June 10, says, that on 
May 28, the Government was interpellated in the Italian Chamber 
of Deputies by a Catholic Deputy (Cingolani) asking if it did 
not intend to prohibit the erection of the Methodist College on 
Monte Mario. The Under Secretary of the Interior said that 
the matter was under advisement, but that a definite reply would 
be inopportune. The “Times” writer dates the hostility of the 
Vatican to the Methodists to September 20, 1870; when, he says, 
“A Methodist missionary trundling a wheelbarrow filled with 
Bibles,’ accompanied the royal troops under General Cadorna. 
A writer in the New York “World,” May 28, said: “Your cor- 
respondent refers to the Methodists as a ‘body of foreign 
Protestants.’ That may be correct; but by the same token we 
are justified in referring to the emissaries of Rome as foreigners. 























































Taken all in all the article in question shows that the Roman 
Catholic Church is fighting desperately to keep the Protestants 
out of the capital of Italy, but at the same time intrenching itself 
as deeply as possible in our capital at Washington. Consistency, 
thou art a jewel!” 

Quite so: but the writer of the foregoing perhaps had never 
read the cynicism attributed to the late Louis Veuillot, Editor 
of the Ultramontane organ, “L’Univers,” of Paris, to this effect, 
“We demand from Protestants all our own rights by virtue of 
their principles, and deny them their rights by virtue of our 
own!” The “subjects” of the Pope in New Jersey have lately 
given practical examples of this axiom during the last few weeks 
in New Jersey. All citizens of this Republic enjoy the right of 
“free assembly” without molestation; but at Bound Brook, Perth 
Amboy and Plainfield, violent attempts to deprive the public of 
this right were made, in the two former places, the meetings 
being practically broken up with much damage to property. In 
the third the mayor and a body of police frustrated the complete 
success of the Papal catspaws in preventing speakers from say- 
ing things that the priests of Rome did not wish the public to 
hear. When America is “made Catholic” all civil and religious 
liberty will disappear. 
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PAPAL PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS. v. OUR PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS 
BY REV. A. MALINVERNI, LOS ANGELES, CAL. 

When I write on any given subject I always endeavor 
to bring to it a clear understanding of the facts and principles 
involved in its consideration. Prejudice, bias or bitterness 
must never be permitted to cloud issues or to sway the judg- 
ment. It is in this frame of mind that I propose to set forth 
the real aims of the Papal parochial schools, and the con- 
trast between them and those of the American public school. 
This matter goes down far deeper than many people—either 
Catholics or Protestants—think. It is not simply a matter 





of education, pure and simple; it is, on the contrary, one ol 
the applications of many warring principles, which can never 
be reconciled. In the question of Papal parochial schools 
versus our public schools there is a conflict between the 
modern world and the medieval world 





a struggle between 
the conception of the Roman Church supreme, which is the 
ideal and the program of Papalism and the State supreme, 
which is the modern, liberal, American ideal. 

No one can rightly understand the problem of the Papal 
parochial schools if he is not acquainted with the position 
of the Roman Church, and with the fundamental claims of 
native and inherent independence of any secular, civil or 
political authority. According to canon law “the Church is 
not subject to civil society, but entirely independent from it; 
nay, more, civil society is subordinated to the Church.’”— 
S. B. Smith, Ecce. Law, Syll, Prop, 1920. “The Church is 
independent from any State, because she is a sovereign state 
in herself.”—Soglia, 1, p. 144. No real American, whether 
he be Catholic or Protestant, can accept these principles, be- 
cause they assert the absolute supremacy of the Church over 
the State. Yet it is on these very principles that the Roman 
Church bases all her extravagant claims in every depart- 
ment of the civil and political life of the nation. 


The State is always considered by Rome as an inferior; 
it is made impotent in fixing the limits of its own authority 
and jurisdiction; it is made entirely subject to the Church; 
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it cannot determine its form of government; it cannot gov- 
ern by the consent of the people; it cannot define the con- 
ditions of the civil act of marriage; it cannot fulfil inde- 
pendently its duty of educating the youth; it even is hin- 
dered in the administration of justice by the super-govern- 
ment of the Vatican. And I could easily prove any and all 
of these items from quotations of Roman official authorities. 
3ut confining ourselves to the question before us, the position 
of the Roman Church is clearly defined by the Encyclical 
“Cume sine.” “Catholics cannot approve that method of edu- 
cating their children which is not controlled by the Catholic 
faith and Church power.” 

This authoritative declaration from the Vatican explains 
the open, notorious and virulent hostility of priests and pre- 
lates toward public schools. Catholic publications teem 
with articles and editorials, which show a violent hatred 
of the public schools. The purpose of the great majority 
of the Roman Catholic hierarchy is to destroy the American 
system of education root and branch. The constant teach- 
ing of the Roman Church is that the education of children 
belongs to the parents, and is outside the functions of the 
State. The parents, in their turn, must yield their right of 
educating their children to the Church. But every true 
American citizen will contend that the State has not only 
a native right but a vital interest in the future of every child 
born within its borders. The State is, potentially, in every 
child. 






























































The State has two paramount duties, which are self-pro- 
tection in the present and self-perpetuity in the future. Al- 
though parents may be permitted to educate their children 
themselves this must always be on the presumption that the 
education they impart will not operate against the safety 
of the State, or contribute in any way to its destruction. 

If parents, or any other agency commissioned by them, 
insist upon rearing children in ignorance of their rights and 
duties as citizens the State must enforce compulsory educa- 
tion of the right kind. If parents teach their children senti- 
ments disloyal to the State, or commit them to educational 
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institutions which inculcate doctrines antagonistic to the 
supremacy of civil government it is the duty of the State to 
intervene—both for its own safety and the wellbeing of the 
children. Every real American citizen ought to—and, in 





fact, does—appreciate the American ideal of education as it 
is expressed in the public schools, the great bulwark of free 
American institutions, and the most efficient means of diffus- 
ing knowledge among all the people, of keeping intact the 
integrity of the nation, and of preserving the ideals on which 
this great Republic has been founded. 

In this country (not counting foreign possessions) there 
are over 100 millions of people. The Roman Catholic popu- 
lation is only 18 millions. The public school is, then, an 
absolute necessity to the 82 millions of the non-Catholic 
population. Even the most bigoted priest will admit that 
no sensible non-Catholics will ever consent to have their chil- 
dren taught by Roman nuns and monks. The multitude of 
denominations makes it impossible for each to have its own 
schools. What sort of a nation would this become if each 
sect were allowed to educate its own children in accordance 
with its own peculiar tenets? According to the Statistical 
Bureau there are 150 different denominations in the United 
States. According to the Roman principle every one of these 
denominations would have an equal right to so educate its 
children. Strictly speaking, even to Mormons and anarch- 
ists ti.:s right could not, according to the premises, be de- 
nied. Imagine, now, the American public school abolished, 
and each denomination educating its own youth. What kind 
of American citizenship could one expect? Two generations, 
wholly educated in sectarian schools, would bring about the 
disruption of the whole nation, and sectional bigotry would 
supplant national unity. The foreign-born citizens would 
seek to perpetuate their native languages, ideals and system 
of life—as, in fact, many of them are doing to-day, aided 
and abetted by the priests of Rome. It is the avowed pur- 
pose of the parochial school to make good Roman Catholic 
citizens. When have you ever heard that the Methodists or 
Presbyterians or Baptists aim to make good Baptist, Meth- 
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odist or Presbyterian citizens? Thank God, under the sky 
of this glorious Republic, we want only American citizens. 
Each religious or non-religious body is a shareholder in the 
nation. Hence only the public school can possibly safeguard 
the best interests of all the citizens, no matter to which de- 
nomination they may belong. 


The public school means unity of language, common ideals 
of democracy, patriotism, real and sound. To bring all of 
the American children under the domination of sectarian 
schools would be equivalent to leading the United States 
back towards the Dark Ages, in which every right of civil 
government was impaired, and often, indeed, made void by 
the autocracy of the dominant Church. The power of the 
Church, the law of the Church, the curriculum of the Church, 
were in those times supreme. 

The alien-allegianced hierarchy means to achieve the same 
results to-day through its private schools. Hear the authori- 
tative voice of Rome through the Encyclicals of her Popes: 
“To exclude the Church from the power of making laws, from 
the training of the youth, from domestic society is a grave 
and fatal error. The Church is the true and sole teacher of 
virtues and guardian of morals.”— Encye. “The Christian 
Constitution of States.”.—-Leo XIII. 

“As to the public schools, we justly lament that there is 
no ecclesiastical authority left in them.”—Encyc. “The Right 
Ordering of Christian Life.” 

“It is a high crime, indeed, under the pretext of keeping the 
civil law, to ignore the rights of the Church. Union of minds 
requires complete submission and obedience of will to the 
Church and to the Roman Pontiff as to God Himself.”—Encyc. 
“On the Chief Duties of Christians as Citizens.” 

“The separation of Church and State is an absurdity. The 
reason of existence of the State is in the Church. Whence it 
follows that the State, by missing this connection with the 
Church, becomes false to itself. It is supremely wrong to 
wish that the Church be reduced to the liberty of living ac- 
cording to the law common to all citizens.... It would be very 
erroneous to draw the conclusion that in America is to be 
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sought the type of the most desirable status of the Church, 
or that it would be universally lawful or expedient for Church 
and State to be, as in America, dissevered and divorced ”"— 
Encyc. “Catholicity in the United States.”"—Pope Leo XIII. 

It is of the highest importance that every reader of 
Tue CoNnverTeD CATHOLIC should know that the Roman hier- 
archy in America is faithfully acting upon the principles thus 
plainly set forth by the Vatican in order to “make America 
Catholic.” Every Protestant citizen should clearly under- 
stand the underlying reasons of the tactics so cunningly 
employed by the Roman clergy in this country. They know 
that there can never be any union of Church and State 
in this Republic as long as its citizens are the product of the 
public schools. They know that the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the preamble and the principles of our Constitu- 
tion, so destructive of, and antagonistic to, Rome’s aspirations, 
are constantly taught to the children in the public schools. 
They realize that the liberal and progressive principles of our 
State schools sound the death-knell for all autocracies or the- 
ocracies. They also understand that it is extremely danger- 
ous for the accomplishment of their machinations to let the 
Catholic children come in contact with the Protestant youth, 
because they would in that way be made to see-that the Prot- 
estant people are not nearly as bad as the Roman hierarchy de- 
scribes them to their own membership. They realize that 
under the common law, the common instruction, the common 
American ideals of the equality of individuals and of oppor- 
tunities, it would be vain for them to hope for particular privi- 
leges and exemptions for their foreign Church. They under- 
stand that the principles of Americanism acknowledge that 
the people is the source, under God, of all authority, and that 
no really American school will ever teach that the Pope is the 
sole guardian of morals and teacher of virtue; that no child 
educated in the public school will ever come to believe that 
union of minds requires complete submission to the Church 
and to the Roman Pontiff as to God Himself. 


For these reasons the priests of Rome hate the public 
schools, and they seek to accomplish their destruction. 
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Priests, and particularly Jesuits, in their sermons often say 
that parents who send their children to the Godless public 
school are going straight to hell. They preach to credulous 
and ignorant audiences that “it is a mortal sin for any parents 
to send children to the public schools.” 














Think of it! To attend a public American institution is 
declared to be a sin worthy of eternal condemnation! 

Children of Roman Catholic families who attend the pub- 
lic school are often not permitted to receive the first holy 
communion on the same Sunday morning that the parochial 
school children receive theirs. In some places priests go so 
far as to refuse absolution to parents whose children attend 
the public school. They incite the people to despise the public 
schools by characterizing them as “Godless,” “ 





























vicious,” “sinks 
of corruption.” They encourage other denominations to start 
sectarian schools, and to demand public money in payment 
for the secular education. They have succeeded in several 
States in their attempt to secure the largest possible share 
of the public school tax funds. In some cities they have se- 
cured a Catholic majority on public school boards in order to 
lower the tone of instruction therein, and by this means bring 
the public school into disfavor. They have even prevented, 
in some cases, the normal school training of public school 
teachers. They have dared to publish in “The New 
World,” April 9, 1904, the following: “The State schools are 
the curse of filial piety and obedience, the breeding-place of 
anarchism and rebellion...,. Is it not true that public schools 
are a perverse, illegal and dangerous institution? Let all re- 
ligious persons in the land rise up in might and force the 
criminally negligent parents to take charge of the education 
of their children in schools managed by each denomination 
or each community. Let them help to sweep the iniquitous 
school laws from the land, and make the State mind the busi- 
ness for which God and we as citizens have set it up.” 






















What shall we say in answer to these slanderous state- 
ments? We will use the words of one of our great Presi- 
dents: “The American people are slow to wrath, but when 
their wrath is once kindled it burns like a consuming fire.” 
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It is true that the American people remember moderately 
well, but they also forget amazingly well. 

The American people will do well, however, to ever bear 
in mind the noble words of Theodore Roosevelt: “We have 
no room for any people who do not act and vote simply as 
Americans and nothing else. We have little use for peo- 


ple who carry religious prejudices into our politics as for 
those who carry prejudices of caste or nationality. We stand 
unalterably in favor of the public school system in this 
country in its entirety. We are against any division of school 
funds, and against any appropriation of public money for sec- 
tarian purposes. We are against any recognition whatever 
by the state in any shape or form of State-aided parochial 
school. ... The immigrant must learn that we exact full 
religious toleration and the complete separation of Church 
and State. He must revere only one flag; not only it must 
come first, but no other flag should come second.” 

This was the creed and the battle-cry of Theodore Roose- 
velt. 

This is real, genuine, true Americanism. This is the real 
American political creed—our great “order of the day.” For 
America free and independent from ecclesiastical supremacy, 
for the right of the State to cultivate its own youth, the citi- 
zens of to-morrow, we must fight until we win. 


“SACRAMENTAL” LIQUOR 


State Prohibition Director John T. Davis reports that the 
Roman Church used 33,908 gallons of wine for sacramental 
purposes in Pennsylvania last year, says the August “Prot- 
estant.” Only the priest drinks the wine at such services in 
that Church. “The number of priests in Pennsylvania appears 
to be fewer than thirteen hundred. Consequently they drank 
an average of more than twenty gallons each.” 

On July 25, Rev. Walter A. Grace, pastor of a Roman 
Catholic church at Arvada, a suburb of Denver, Col., was 
found guilty of the forgery of a liquor permit, after only ten 
minutes’ deliberation by the jury. He was charged with hav- 
ing forged applications for a permit to ship liquor in consider- 
able quantity to the Mullen Home for the Aged in Denver. 
The name of Sister Germaine, superintendent of the Home,

was signed to the application. Some of the whisky that 
reached Denver, presumably for the Home, later found its 
way into the cellars of residents who are prominent socially, 
according to Government agents. An appeal was taken. The 
newspaper reports are silent as to whether the Motu Proprio 
“Quantavis Diligentia” was brought into operation or not, 
but under its terms it is a question as to whether Sister Ger- 
maine has not automatically excommunicated herself from the 
Church by giving evidence in the case. 


DR. M. F. EGAN ON “SOME LEAKAGES” 

In “America” (the Jesuit weekly), Aug. 11, Dr. M. F. 
Egan devotes over a page to explaining why so many 
Roman Catholics are forsaking their Church for Chris- 
tian Science. He has found this defection “in every 
large city he has lately visited,” and it is due “to the 
lack of knowledge of the teachings” of the Church. 
The cult would not have attracted these Catholics “if they had 
learned anything concerning the Catholic Church except cer- 
tain formal rules ... without in the least understanding the 
spirit beneath them.” ... “The Bible in most cases seemed 
to be new to them,” and “their education has not fitted them 
to understand that the Church contains all that they are 
searching for.” In this connection attention is directed to an 
article in our last issue (page 237), because the latter part 
of it more especially is calculated to show to evan- 
gelical readers the need for witnessing to their Cath- 
olic friends and neighbors of the saving and keeping 
power of Christ. In spite of the fact that the word “repent” in 
the King James Version of the Bible is rendered “do penance” 
in the Douay Version and there are other verbal blemishes, yet 
the more Roman Catholics can be persuaded to study their own 
Bible the better will it be for them. The teachings of Christ in 
the Gospels, and the writers of the epistles are substantially 
the same, and the entrance of the inspired Word will bring 
light to their minds and in many cases the joys of salvation 
to their souls and lives.
